Also heard roughly same times 18 July, but not heard 
on 20 July during checks at 1415, 1433. This sounds "SOH-ish" with the 
web info spelled out "xx OH..", not listed in Aoki/EiBi’* (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR)
